In the forenoon several feet of 
water lay in the village, and the 
soaking of old foundations ‘as 
‘well as the rush of water in somo 
places, caused more than twenty 
dwellings to fall. Fortunately, 
the inhabitants had ample warn- 
ing and most of them moved out 
of their homes, so there were no
